A»ig. o— John 
Rosclli, th? orj^nnizcd crime fig- 
ure who lasr year acknov/l- 
ed'aed his rcle in the Central 
Intelligence Agenrv’s plots 
against the life of Prime Minis- 
ler Fidel C'astro of Cuba, has 
disappeared from his home in 
the Miami area. 

Tom Wadden. hi<; lawyer, said 
today that Mr. Ro»* *elli left home 
in his sister’s auiontobile eicht 
dnys ago after asnirin^ her that 
he would return for dinner that 
evening. 

Mr. Wadden .«aid that the 
auto, a 11^75 Chevrolet, was 
.subsequently discovered bv Mr. 
Roselli’s brother-in-law at the 
Miami Airport. There was 
“nothing strange’* about the- 
car. and Mr. Roselli’s golf clubs 
were in the trunk* Mr. Wadden' 
said. 

Asked whether any evodence 
had been found that the 69- 
vear-old Mr, Rosclli might have 
left the country by plane, Mr. 
Wadden said that his client did 
not hold a United Siate.s pass- 
port becau.se of a deportation 
order, which he is appealing. 

It is possible, however, to 
board an airplane bound for 
certain countries, such afi 
Mexico and the Bahamas, wth- 
out first displaying a valid pass-* 
port. 

Testified for Senate" 

Mr. Ro.selli. a stock>'. silver- 
haired former member of the 
Chicago crime organization 
once headed by Al Capone, le.s- 
tified last year before the Sen- 
ate Select Committee on Intelli- 
gence about his role in making 
arrangements for at lea.st two 
attempts on Mr. Castro’s life 
m 19o0 and 19CI. 

He worked on that project 
with Sam Giancana, Capone's 
successor, who was murdered 
in his home in Oak Park, III., 
in Juhe 197.5, only a few days 
before Mr. Poselli's Senate tes- 
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Howard H. Baker Jr., a Tern«- 
sea Republican who was a
